Newichawannock  Canal  and  Bridge 

This  stone  arch  bridge  and  canal  represent  elements  associated  with  the 
management  of  the  water  flow  between  Great  East  Lake  and  the  Salmon 
Falls  River.  The  components  were  built  by  the  Great  Falls  Manufacturing 
Co.  to  ensure  maximum  available  water  power  would  be  applied  to  oper- 
ate their  extensive  textile  mills  in  Somersworth  and  Rochester  (Bunker: 
201 1:1 1-2  Wakefield  Heritage  Commission  Survey  of  Water- Powered  Mill 
Sites  and  Dams).  Construction,  overseen  by  stonemason  Hiram  Paul,  be- 
gan in  the  early  1850  s  and  was  completed  after  the  Civil  War.  The  canal 
extends  about  one  half  mile  and  measures  13  feet  wide  and  16  feet  deep. 
Several  Acton,  Maine  and  Wakefield  residents  are  currently  working  to 
facilitate  the  repair  and  restoration  of  this  historic  ashlar  and  keystone 
bridge.

You  are  hereby  notified  of  the  First  and  Second  Session  of  the  2011 
Annual  Town  Meeting  as  follows: 

FIRST  SESSION 

You  are  notified  to  meet  for  the  First  Session  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  Opera  House  of  the  Wakefield  Town  Hall,  2 
High  Street,  Sanbornville,  New  Hampshire,  on  Saturday,  February  5,  2011, 
at  7:00  p.m.  The  first  Session  will  consist  of  explanation,  discussion,  and 
debate  of  each  of  the  following  warrant  articles,  and  will  afford  those  vot- 
ers who  are  present  the  opportunity  to  debate,  propose  and  adopt  amend- 
ments to  each  warrant  article,  except  those  articles  whose  wording  is  pre- 
scribed by  state  law. 

The  meeting  on  February  5,  2011,  was  cancelled  due  to  inclement 
weather.    The  new  meeting  convened  on  Monday,  February  7,  201 1. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  met  at  the  Opera  House  of 
the  Town  Hall  at  7:00  p.m.  to  discuss  the  town  budget  according  to  the 
above  notice. 

The  Moderator  Bradley  Hayes  opened  the  meeting  at  7:00  p.m.  Mr. 
Dino  Scala  led  the  pledge  of  allegiance.  Ms.  Liz  Olimpio,  Lay  Speaker  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  gave  the  invocation.  The  Moderator  apologized  for  the 
cancellation  of  the  meeting  on  the  previous  Saturday.  He  then  announced 
the  School  Deliberative  Session  on  Friday,  February  11,  2011,  at  6:00  p.m. 

The  Moderator  introduced  himself  and  Town  Clerk  Monique  Wood. 
He  introduced  the  Selectmen's  Chair  Ken  Paul,  Selectman  Mark  Duffy,  Se- 
lectman Peter  Kasprzyk,  Town  Administrator  Teresa  Williams  and  Town 
Attorney  Richard  Sager.  He  introduced  the  Budget  Committee  Chairper- 
son Howard  Knight,  who  in  turn  introduced  the  members  of  the  Budget 
Committee. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Phil  Twombley  who  made  a  motion  that 
this  session  of  the  town  warrant  be  adjourned  by  1 1:00  p.m.  and  no  article 
be  taken  up  for  consideration  after  10:50  p.m.  In  the  event  that  all  articles 
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in  the  warrant  have  not  been  acted  upon,  the  Moderator  is  authorized  to

of  the  majority  of  the  voters  present.  Motion  was  seconded  and  passed 

unanimously. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  show  of  voting  cards  of  all  those  here  for  the 

first  time  and  welcomed  them. 

The  Moderator  mentioned  that  we  have  two  pagers  this  evening  from 
the  Paul  School—  Marrissa  Williams  and  Joe  Scala.  He  asked  that  you  wait 
for  them  to  come  to  you  with  the  microphones  before  speaking. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Dave  Mankus  who  invited  all  in  the  com- 
munity to  a  series  of  Planning  Board  workshops  scheduled  to  begin  Thurs- 
day, February  10,  2011. 

The  Moderator  stated  the  Rules  of  Order.  He  introduced  Wakefield 
Code  Enforcement  Officer  Arthur  Capello,  a  non-resident,  who  is  present 
to  answer  questions  as  called  upon. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  articles  2-19  may  not  be  amended  He  also  an- 
nounced that  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  Peg  Stevenson,  would 
address  any  questions  regarding  the  Planning  Board  articles. 

Article  2:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  3,  Table  1  -  Permitted  Uses  to  allow  "car 
wash"  as  a  conditional  use  in  the  Village  Residential  zone?

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article.

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  13:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  12  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  21,  Signs  to  allow  a  legally  approved 
business  to  have  one  off  site  directional  sign?  (Majority  vote  required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  14:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  13  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  21,  Signs  to  remove  offsite  directional 
sign  from  prohibited  signs?  (Majority  vote  required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  15:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  14  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  22,  Yard  Sales  to  address  incorrect  ar- 
ticle reference?  (Majority  vote  required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  16:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  15  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows:  Amendment  modifies  Article  23B,  Home  Enterprises  to  state  that 
there  are  four  (4)  categories  of  Home  Enterprise?  (Majority  vote  required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  17:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  16  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  25,  Conforming  and  N on- conforming 
Structures  and  Uses  -  Grandfather  Clause  to  increase  the  time  allowed  for 
repair  or  replacement  of  non- conforming  structures  or  uses  that  are  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  natural  disaster  or  other  means?  (Majority  vote  required.) 
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The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  18:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  17  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: Amendment  modifies  Article  25,  Conforming  and  N on- conforming 
Structures  and  Uses  -  Grandfather  Clause  to  add  a  (1)  one  year  time  limit 
when  determining  abandonment  of  non- conforming  structures  or  uses? 
(Majority  vote  required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

Article  19:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  No.  18  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows:  Amendment  modifies  Article  30,  Variance  to  comply  with  the 
State  requirement  of  variance  that  was  adopted  in  2009?  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  No  further  discussion  on  this  article. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  the  following  articles  are  subject  to  debate, 
amendable,  and  subject  to  be  moved  and  seconded. 

Article  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Am- 
bulance Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  stating  that  the  money  is  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  an  ambulance  in  the  future.  We  purchased  an  ambu- 
lance last  year  leaving  about  $15,000  in  this  fund.  We  are  on  a  5  -  7  year 
cycle  of  purchasing  ambulances. 

A  comment  was  made  with  concerns  about  putting  money  into  the 
reserve  fund  now  due  to  financially  difficult  times  for  citizens,  and  that 
we  should  put  this  off  for  a  year.    Mr.  Paul  explained  that  if  we  wait,  we 
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would  have  to  reserve  twice  as  much  next  year  or  the  year  after.  A  question 
from  the  floor  asked  for  the  typical  cost  of  an  ambulance.  The  response 
was  around  $150,000.  Another  comment  recognizes  the  financial  income 
problems  but  thinks  a  good  ambulance  is  important  for  his  wife  and  family 
and  our  community. 

No  further  discussion.    Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($105,000)  to  be  added  to 
the  Bridge  Construction  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established. 
(Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  10-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  that  this  money  would  be  to  repair 
the  bridge  on  North  Wakefield  Rd.  The  Board  currently  has  an  estimate 
from  the  State  of  about  a  million  dollars  to  repair  the  bridge.  They  elimi- 
nated SI 50,000  of  road  paving  repairs  to  offset  the  budget  to  try  to  get  this 
one  bridge  off  the  redlist.  It  is  the  only  access  in  and  out.  Mr.  Peterson 
asked  how  much  we  gave  last  year.  It  was  stated  SI 0,000  was  put  into  the 
capital  reserve  for  bridges.  He  asked  that  we  don't  give  any  more  because 
he  is  on  fixed  income  and  cannot  afford  it.  Mr.  Paul  reminded  everyone  in 
the  room  that  this  is  the  only  access  on  that  road.  Otherwise,  there  would 
not  be  a  need  for  more  money. 

No  further  discussion  on  this  article.    Article  was  left  as  written 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Fire 
Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote  re- 
quired.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  stating  that  this  is  to  purchase  a 
truck  to  replace  two  older  fire  trucks  that  have  become  maintenance  issues. 
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The  old  trucks  are  1980  and  1970,  which  need  to  be  replaced. 
No  discussion  on  this  article.  Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Twenty-seven  Thousand  Dollars  ($27,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Police 
Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  that  every  year  we  replace  cruisers. 
We  purchase  a  cruiser  and  retire  down  through  and  sell  off  the  oldest  one. 
This  is  to  eliminate  excessive  mileage,  maintenance,  etc. 

No  discussion  on  this  article.   Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Technology 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  that  there  is  currently  $10,140.61 
in  the  fund.  We  have  two  computers  that  are  tired  and  need  to  be  replaced. 
They  do  not  perform  and  cannot  adapt  to  new  software.  This  is  an  ongo- 
ing technical  fund  that  we  contribute  to  each  year.  He  stated  that  they 
didnt  see  a  need  to  put  as  much  in  the  fund  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

No  discussion  on  this  article.  Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($1,750)  to  be  added  to 
the  Emergency  Management  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  estab- 
lished. (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 
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The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  that  it  is  unknown  how  much 
money  we  will  actually  need  each  year,  but  it  is  necessary  to  appropriate 
money  in  this  fund.  If  the  money  is  not  used  for  emergency,  we  can  spend 
it  elsewhere  in  the  budget. 
Ms.  Kinville  asked  what  the  balance  is  right  now.  Mr.  Paul  stated  $1985.86. 

No  further  questions  or  discussion  on  this  article.  Article  was  left  as 
written. 

Article  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Invasive  Spe- 
cies Expendable  Trust  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote  re- 
quired.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  moved  the  article  and 
it  was  seconded.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  spoke  to  the  article  that  the  lakes  are  our 
most  valuable  asset  in  this  community.  The  problem  of  invasive  species 
has  increased  every  year  and  we  need  to  protect  these  lakes.  We  were 
putting  $25,000  in  the  fund,  but  cut  it  down  to  $10,000  to  save  taxpayers 
some  money.  Last  year  we  were  approached  by  3  different  lakes  and  we  ex- 
pended $22,000  from  this  fund.  This  year  so  far  we  have  two  lakes  looking 
for  $6,000 

No  discussion  on  this  article.   Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Cemetery  Main- 
tenance Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  8-0-1. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  that  the  trustees  requested 
this  money  to  be  used  to  offset  cost  for  any  repairs  to  be  done  in  the  town 
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cemeteries.  They  have  had  some  occasions  when  there  were  some  pretty 
bad  storms,  trees  hit  by  lightning  and  limbs  hanging  which  is  dangerous  to 
the  public.  We  currently  have  $96.27  in  the  fund. 
No  discussion  on  this  article.    Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Highway 
Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  (Majority  vote  re- 
quired.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  10-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  stating  that  the  current  balance 
is  $26,481.68.  He  mentioned  that  $75,000  isn't  going  to  buy  us  a  new  truck 
but  will  get  us  to  a  better  schedule  to  replacement.  This  is  to  keep  us  on 
schedule,  but  we  wont  be  replacing  a  truck  next  year.  It  was  requested 
that  the  current  balance  be  repeated 

No  further  discussion.  Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  29:  By  Petition:  "Are  you  in  favor  of  having  the  office  of  town 
clerk  combined  with  the  office  of  tax  collector,  thereby  creating  a  new 
office  of  town  clerk-tax  collector  to  be  held  by  one  individual  in  accor- 
dance with  RSA  41:45-a?  If  adopted,  the  town  shall  choose  by  ballot  one 
individual  as  town  clerk-tax  collector,  and  such  individual  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  (Majority  vote  required.)" 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  moved  the  article  and 
it  was  seconded.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  spoke  to  the  article  explaining  that  he  is 
looking  into  ways  different  Towns  operate  and  trying  to  make  us  a  little 
more  efficient.  He  spoke  of  the  professionalism  of  the  Town  staff.  This  is 
not  in  any  way  trying  to  cut  positions,  but  a  way  to  make  us  efficient.  He 
would  like  to  see  cross  training  in  the  two  offices  and  calls  for  reduction 
in  government.  He  cited  the  number  of  other  cities/towns  in  NH  who  do 
this  currently  that  have  the  same  population  range  as  our  Town  and  their 
efficiency. 

Mrs.  Twombly  stated  that  she  is  against  it  because  she  worked  in  the 
Town  Clerks  Office  and  knows  the  amount  of  work.     She  explained  the 
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amount  of  work  in  both  offices,  ending  with  the  statement  that  combining 
these  two  offices  will  not  save  money  and  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  make 
this  change. 

There  was  much  discussion  back  and  forth  about  the  pros  and  cons  of 
combining  the  two  Town  offices. 

Mr.  Sager  made  a  motion  to  move  the  article  and  it  was  seconded.  A  vote 
was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands  and  the  majority  was  in  favor  of  moving  the 
article. 

Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  30  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  Forest  Fire  Management  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000)  to 
be  placed  in  said  fund  and  further  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
agents  to  expend.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  by  the  Budget  Committee  by  a  vote  of  6-1. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Paul  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Paul  spoke  to  the  article  that  this  appropriation  establishes 
a  fund  for  forest  fire  management.  This  is  meant  to  keep  an  appropriate 
level  in  case  of  a  forest  fire  and  not  to  have  the  appropriation  go  back  to 
the  general  fund  if  not  used  each  year.  It  could  help  with  many  purchases 
related  to  the  forest  fire,  such  as  shelter,  food  and  water.  Ms.  Kinville  asked 
if  there  was  a  current  balance.  Mr.  Paul  responded  that  the  article  is  to  es- 
tablish this  account.  Mr.  Edwards  commented  that  the  money  should  go 
into  the  general  fund  if  not  used. 

No  further  comments  or  questions.    Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  31:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000)  for  the  purpose  of  surveying,  ar- 
chitectural design  and  other  pre-construction  services  for  a  parks  and 
recreation  building  on  the  ball  field  property  this  appropriation  to  be 
partially  or  entirely  offset  by  the  sale  of  timber  on  Map  #  200  Lot  #3. 
This  appropriation  will  be  non-lapsing  and  shall  not  lapse  until  the 
completion  of  the  project  or  December  31,  2016  whichever  comes  first. 
(Majority  vote  required.) 
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This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  3-0,  and  by  the  Budget  Committee  by  a  vote  of  5-4. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  which  would  allow  us  to  use  the 
timber  money  to  come  up  with  a  plan  to  present  to  the  town  for  a  parks 
and  recreation  facility.  This  is  a  non-lapsing  fund.  We  cut  down  trees  a 
few  years  ago  and  because  there  was  no  fund  set  up,  the  money  went  into 
the  general  fund.  If  there  was  a  fund,  the  money  could  have  been  used  for 
the  ball  fields.  We  are  trying  to  capture  that  timber  money  to  finance  the 
plans  to  proceed  to  do  the  facility  in  the  future.  Its  not  about  the  building 
at  this  time.  If  the  funds  do  not  come  in  at  $20,000  from  the  sale  of  the 
timber,  then  the  Selectmen  will  not  spend  the  $20,000.  This  would  enable 
the  parks  and  recreation  department  to  have  a  plan  to  present  to  the  town 
in  the  future. 

Dave  Schweitzer  thinks  that  it  is  a  good  concept  and  is  in  favor  of  it. 

Bob  Petersen  asked  where  the  $8,000  came  from  for  the  survey,  which 
he  believes  was  not  put  out  to  bid,  and  asked  how  the  recreation  depart- 
ment had  the  money  to  do  it?  He  complained  because  it  was  his  tax  money 
being  spent.  Mr.  Duffy  stated  that  the  survey  being  referred  to  was  done 
last  year,  some  of  the  money  came  from  the  park  and  recreation  depart- 
ment and  some  from  other  town  departments.  The  Board  thought  it  was 
responsible  to  have  the  survey  done  to  find  out  what  it  was  worth,  for  set- 
backs and  wetlands  issues. 

Mr.  Robinson  spoke  and  said  that  the  idea  of  a  recreation  center  is 
nothing  new.  We've  been  discussing  it  for  10  years.  Over  the  years  we've 
looked  at  other  ideas,  our  needs,  our  locations,  physical  layout.  When  the 
opportunity  came  up  with  the  Meyer  building  downtown,  we  thought  it 
was  a  good  idea  and  we  moved  in  that  direction,  thinking  that  would  save 
the  town  some  money.  It  would  have  given  us  everything  we  needed  ex- 
cept a  gymnasium.  As  we  spoke  to  the  Selectmen,  a  couple  of  issues  came 
up,  parking  was  a  big  issue  and  no  room  for  a  gymnasium.  We  needed 
something  we  could  use  as  a  multi- generational  facility.  We  realized  at 
that  time,  those  two  things  were  going  to  be  big  issues.  We  did  realize  at 
that  time  that  we  had  the  support  of  the  board  and  the  support  of  the  com- 
munity and  that  our  original  plans  for  a  Community  Center  at  the  ballpark 
was  the  best  place. 

A  comment  was  made  that  was  in  favor  of  the  article  and  that  a  parks 
and  recreation  building  should  be  near  the  ball  field.     Mrs.  Stevenson 
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asked  if  a  feasibility  study  was  done  with  the  survey.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  stated 
that  it  was  a  boundary  survey  for  the  wetlands  and  the  best  area  to  locate 
structures.  The  premise  of  this  article  is  to  put  a  plan  together,  and  a  feasi- 
bility study  will  come  at  a  later  date.  Mrs.  Stevenson  responded  that  she  is 
in  favor  of  planning  ahead,  and  that  a  feasibility  study  would  tell  us  if  there 
is  a  better  way  to  put  the  land  by  the  ball  field  to  use  and  a  better  place  to 
put  a  recreation  facility.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  asked  if  the  Planning  Board  would 
help  to  fund  the  feasibility  study  and  Mrs.  Stevenson  said  it  would  be  a 
possibility.  Mr.  Mankus  believes  that  this  warrant  article  is  the  feasibility 
study.  We're  not  running  ahead  and  putting  the  cart  in  front  of  the  horse. 
Mr.  Robinson  is  doing  the  best  possible  thing  by  drawing  people  from 
construction  and  excavation  into  this  project  already.  He  is  moving  very 
slowly  and  looking  over  possible  sites.  He  is  drawing  from  the  community 
the  expertise  for  this  project  and  the  money  will  come  from  the  sale  of  the 
timber,  but  to  do  that,  we  need  this  warrant  article.  Mrs.  Nasons  comment 
was  that  Mr.  Robinson  is  doing  a  great  job  and  that  it  is  a  great  idea  in  the 
future,  but  that  other  projects  should  be  completed  first  and  that  the  time  is 
not  now  in  this  economy  to  be  preparing  for  a  million  dollar  facility.  There 
were  comments  about  the  children  in  this  community  needing  a  place  to 
go  now  more  than  ever  because  of  the  economy.  A  lot  more  comments  pro 
and  con  were  shared. 

Mr.  Sager  made  a  motion  to  move  the  article  and  it  was  seconded.  A 
vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands  and  the  majority  was  in  favor  of  moving 
the  article. 

Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  32:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lease  the  Old  Town  Hall,  spe- 
cifically identified  as  Tax  Map  150,  Lot  3,  to  the  Parish  Helpers,  Inc.  at 
$1.00  per  year  for  ten  years.  The  Parish  Helpers  have  been  leasing  the 
Old  Town  Hall  for  $1.00  per  year  since  1999.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a  vote  of  3-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  stating  that  this  is  a  housekeeping 
issue  that  should  have  been  on  last  year  s  ballot.  He  highly  recommends 
that  we  continue  to  lease. 

Attorney  Richard  Sager  spoke  to  the  article.  Mr.  Sager  made  a  mo- 
tion to  replace  the  second  sentence  of  the  article  with  "The  Parish  Helpers

have  been  leasing  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  a  similar  arrangement  at  least 
since  1899."  It  was  seconded.  The  Moderator  asked  all  those  in  favor  of 
amending  the  second  sentence  of  the  article  to  say  "Aye";  no  voices  op- 
posed. Amendment  carried. 

Comments  were  that  it  did  not  seem  wise  to  use  our  resources  in  this 
way,  but  to  take  a  look  at  the  property  to  see  what  else  could  be  done  with 
the  property  in  the  future.  Mr.  Paul  responded  that  the  property  is  located 
in  the  historic  district,  there  are  no  utilities  or  parking  and  that  the  tenants 
maintain  the  building,  which  is  a  good  deal.  Mrs.  Judge  spoke  about  a  bill 
introduced  to  change  an  RSA  that  if  it  passes,  would  not  charge  the  taxes 
to  the  tenants.  Currently  the  RSA  states  that  the  town  shall  charge.  It  is  a 
concern  for  her  regarding  this  building  and  other  historic  buildings.  Rep- 
resentative Dino  Scala  spoke  to  the  bill  that  would  bring  back  local  control 
to  the  Town  by  a  change  in  the  wording.  The  Moderator  asked  Attorney 
Richard  Sager  if  the  article  as  it  now  reads  give  him  any  concern  about 
the  violation  of  any  existing  RSAs?  He  responded  that  it  causes  no  con- 
cern. There  was  much  discussion  about  non-profit  organizations  verses 
profitable  businesses  being  charged  the  taxes  and  whether  town  property 
is  tax  exempt.  Mr.  Knight  made  a  motion  to  move  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  All  were  in  favor  to  move  the  article. 

No  further  changes  to  the  article. 

Article  33:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Four 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Eighty-Five  Dollars  ($4,885)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  an  updated  video  camera  system  for  use  in  police 
vehicles.  This  appropriation  will  be  offset  by  a  50/50  Highway  Safety 
Grant.  The  town's  portion  of  the  appropriation  will  be  Two  Thousand 
Four  Hundred  Forty-Two  Dollars  and  Fifty  Cents  ($2,442.50)  and  is 
contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  the  grant.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a 
vote  of  2-1,  and  by  the  Budget  Committee  by  a  vote  of  9-0. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Duffy  moved  the  article  and  it 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Duffy  spoke  to  the  article  stating  it  was  to  replace  the 
video  equipment  in  the  police  cruisers.  He  wasn't  in  favor  of  it  originally, 
but  when  he  spoke  to  Chief  Ken  Fifield,  he  understood  that  a  grant  would 
offset  the  amount  of  money  needed.  The  Moderator  asked  all  present  if 
they  had  any  questions  for  Chief  Fifield. 
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No  comments  or  questions.    Article  was  left  as  written. 

Article  34:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  selectmen  to  con- 
vey the  Union  Schoolhouse  property  (80  Chapel  Street,  Union:  Tax  Map 
244,  Lot  26)  to  the  heirs  of  Arthur  L.  Taft  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  selectmen  deem  appropriate.  This  property  was  donated  to  the 
Town  by  Arthur  L.  Taft  in  the  early  1900's  (deed  ref:  Book  122,  Page 
70  and  Book  131,  Page  226)  for  school  purposes.  The  properties  are  no 
longer  used  for  school  purposes  and  should  be  returned  to  the  heirs  of 
Arthur  L.  Taft.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  a  vote  of 
2-1. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  moved  the  article  and  it 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  spoke  to  the  article  saying  it  is  the  old  Union 
Schoolhouse  that  served  as  the  kindergarten.  Rather  than  having  anoth- 
er building  to  maintain  and  because  it  no  longer  is  used  for  school,  we 
thought  it  should  go  back  to  the  heirs.  There  is  another  piece  of  land  that 
goes  along  with  it  which  does  not  have  a  revert  clause,  but  we  would  like  to 
return  it  to  the  owner.    The  building  is  not  useful  unless  the  land  is  with  it. 

Mr.  Mankus  asked  why  we  would  return  the  town  owned  parcel  back. 
Mr.  Kasprzyk  stated  that  we  need  to  give  the  building  back  with  the  land. 
Mr.  Sager  stated  that  the  two  parcels  are  shown  on  the  tax  map  as  one  par- 
cel, which  is  Tax  Map  244  lot  26.  The  two  parcels  were  given  to  us  in  the 
early  1900  s.  One  parcel  with  the  school  building  had  a  revert  clause  say- 
ing when  the  school  district  would  no  longer  use  the  building  as  a  school, 
it  goes  back  to  the  heirs  of  Arthur  Taft.  The  other  parcel,  which  was  also 
donated  by  Arthur  Taft  in  1908,  did  not  have  a  revert  clause.  The  two  par- 
cels are  one  tax  map  and  we  would  like  to  give  it  all  back  to  them  in  one 
article.  Mr.  Winkler  asked  why  it  was  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen with  only  a  2  - 1  vote.  Mr.  Kasprzyk  stated  that  he  was  the  one  vote 
because  his  view  was  that  they  had  a  low  estimate  to  bring  up  the  building 
to  a  position  that  it  could  be  used  as  office  space.  The  estimate  was  $24,000. 
The  general  rule,  though,  was  that  the  town  had  enough  projects,  enough 
buildings,  and  to  move  it  back  to  the  heirs. 

No  further  discussion.  The  article  was  left  as  written. 
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Article  35:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  bud- 
get, not  including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other 
appropriations  voted  separately,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget 
posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for 
the  purpose  set  forth  herein,  totaling  $3,954,669?  Should  this  article 
be  defeated,  the  default  budget  shall  be  $3,863,610,  which  is  the  same 
as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the 
Town  or  by  law,  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  in 
accordance  with  RSA  40:13X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised 
operating  budget  only.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

This  appropriation  is  not  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by 
a  vote  of  2-0,  and  the  Budget  Committee,  by  a  vote  of  7-2. 

The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Mr.  Fogg  moved  the  article  and  it  was 
seconded.  Tax  Collector  Cathy  Kinville  stated  that  she  would  like  to  amend 
the  budget  line  of  Deputy  Tax  Collector,  under  the  General  Government, 
Financial  Administration  section,  to  read  $5875.00  to  allow  for  training  of 
a  new  Deputy  Tax  Collector  this  year.  It  was  seconded.  The  number  was 
asked  to  be  repeated  by  the  Budget  Committee,  which  is  $5,875.  The  ques- 
tion was  asked  'to  increase  by'  or  'to  increase  to'.  Mrs.  Kinville  stated  that 
it  is  increasing  the  original  line  from  $4,092  and  is  an  increase  of  $1,783. 
A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment.  The  amendment  passed  by  a  show 
of  hands. 

Stan  Lombara  asked  how  much  Brookfield  reimburses  us  for  services? 
Mrs.  Williams  said  she  would  look  it  up.  The  Moderator  asked  Budget 
Committee  Chair  Howard  Knight  what  the  bottom  line  is  changed  to, 
which  he  answered  $3,956,452.  Mrs.  Nason  asked  why  the  Board  is  not 
recommending  the  budget.  Mr.  Paul  stated  that  he  will  keep  his  vote  no 
and  did  not  offer  explanation.  Mr.  Duffy's  opinion  was  that  there  were 
inappropriate  items  in  the  budget.  Mr.  Kasprsyk  voted  for  the  budget  that 
the  board  had  adopted.  He  was  not  present  for  the  final  budget  vote.  Mrs. 
Williams  responded  to  Mr.  Lombards  reimbursement  question  and  said 
that  the  amount  reimbursed  last  year  was  $246,182  and  this  year  will  be 
about  $230,000. 

No  further  discussion  to  this  article. 

Article  36:  To  transact  any  further  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore this  meeting. 
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The  Moderator  mentioned  per  the  budget  committees  posted  notice 
that  the  committee  would  meet  immediately  following  this  meeting. 
No  further  business.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:48  pm. 

Immediately  following  the  meeting  the  budget  committee  met  to  vote 
on  Article  35.  There  were  10  members  voting.  The  article  was  moved  and 
seconded.  A  vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands  8-2  on  the  amended  article.

This  finishes  my  first  full  year  as  Town  Clerk.    Where  has  the  time  gone? 

There  aren  t  many  changes  this  year,  but  you  may  have  noticed  the  removal 
of  the  State  surcharge  from  your  motor  vehicle  registration. 

The  number  of  processed  auto  registrations  was  down  2%  from  last  year 
and  revenues  were  down  slightly,  almost  4%.  This  is  most  likely  due  to  the 
economy.  The  amount  of  auto  registrations  processed  by  mail  and  on-line 
has  increased  by  about  1%  over  last  year,  even  though  the  number  of  cars 
to  be  registered  decreased. 

Remember  that  you  can  renew  your  auto  registration  by  mail  or  online.  To 
renew  by  mail,  please  send  the  renewal  letter  along  with  your  payment  and 
a  self  addressed  stamped  envelope.  To  renew  online,  follow  the  instruc- 
tions on  the  renewal  letter  or  visit  our  website  at  www.wakefieldnh.com 
and  click  on  "E-Reg". 

Revenue  from  boat  registrations  decreased  almost  5%  from  last  year,  most 
likely  due  to  the  economy,  as  well. 

Over  1,300  dogs  were  licensed  this  year.  The  licensing  is  important  be- 
cause each  dog  is  required  to  have  a  rabies  vaccination,  which  helps  fight 
the  spread  of  rabies.  Please  remember  that  dog  licenses  need  to  be  re- 
newed by  April  30,  2012.  If  you  have  a  question  about  your  dog's  need  for 
updated  shots,  please  call  us. 

If  you  were  born  anywhere  in  New  Hampshire  in  1984  to  present,  or  mar- 
ried anywhere  in  New  Hampshire  in  1989  to  present,  did  you  know  you 
could  obtain  a  certified  copy  of  that  record  here  in  Wakefield?  Privacy  Act 
restrictions  apply.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Well,  another  year  has  come  and  gone!  All  was  pretty  quiet  in  2011.  We 
started  off  the  year  presenting  the  town  with  another  low  budget,  which 
was  passed  at  the  March  election.  Keeping  the  budget  low  has  been  a  must 
in  town  for  the  past  couple  of  years,  but  it  does  create  some  challenges  with 
departments.  We  hope  that  even  though  some  services  have  been  cut  you 
will  support  the  decisions  the  Board  has  had  to  make  during  these  diffi- 
cult financial  times.  In  March  Ken  Paul  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board 
for  another  3  years.  During  the  first  meeting  in  March  after  the  election, 
the  Board  had  its  usual  organizational  meeting,  with  the  appointing  of  a 
chairman  and  vice  chairman.  The  motion  was  made  to  have  Selectman  Ken 
Paul  to  remain  as  chairman  and  Selectman  Mark  Duffy  as  vice-chairman. 
Another  motion  was  made  to  continue  with  the  current  liaisons  on  various 
boards/committees. 

During  2010  the  board  found  out  that  the  North  Wakefield  Road  Bridge 
had  to  be  repaired.  It  was  placed  on  the  State  of  New  Hampshire's  red 
list,  which  made  us  reduce  the  weight  limit  to  cross  the  bridge.  This  puts 
a  hardship  on  the  residents  that  live  on  the  roads  that  are  serviced  by  this 
bridge.  The  Board  decided  that  they  would  put  money  into  the  Bridge  Cap- 
ital Reserve  account  to  fix  this  problem.  Unfortunately,  when  the  project 
started  there  was  a  lot  more  work  needed  to  fully  repair  the  bridge  than 
originally  estimated.  We  were  able  to  complete  the  wing  walls  on  the  left 
side  of  the  bridge  and  hope  to  complete  the  wing  walls  on  the  right  side,  the 
decking  and  culvert  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  Town  has  an  audit  performed  yearly  which  is  currently  processed  by 
Vachon  Clukay  &  Company.  The  lead  auditor  came  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men meeting  in  June  to  give  an  overview  of  the  audit.  Wakefield  is  doing 
very  well  in  managing  the  Town  affairs.  Overall,  Vachon  Clukay  believes 
that  Wakefield's  management  estimations  process  to  be  appropriate  and 
conservative.  The  one  item  that  we  still  need  to  work  on  is  the  GASB  regu- 
lations. We  received  an  adverse  opinion  on  the  government  wide  state- 
ments because  of  not  having  adopted  GASB  34  &  GASB  45.  Town  Admin- 
istrator Teresa  Williams  is  working  on  having  us  become  compliant  with 
GASB  34  (asset  tracking),  and  we  have  hired  Jefferson  Solutions  to  work 
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on  GASB  45  (employment  benefit  liabilities).  The  Town  also  had  to  adopt  a 
new  Fund  Balance  Policy  under  GASB  54.  This  was  adopted  in  December. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  employees  for  their  hard  work  and  dedi- 
cation while  providing  excellent  service  to  all  the  people  of  Wakefield.  We 
would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  take  time  to  get  involved  in  the 
town  by  serving  on  a  committee  or  board.

***  There  will  be  a  warrant  article  this  year  to  increase  the  income  limit 
for  a  married  couple  to  $30,000  a  year  for  the  Elderly  Tax  Exemption  (the 
current  income  limits  are  single  =  $20,000  and  married  =  $25,000).  The 
warrant  article  is  only  addressing  the  income  limit  for  a  married  couple.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 
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Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands,  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the 
risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist 
you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to 
determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under 
State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside  burning, 
unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of 
household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment or  DES  at  603-271-1370  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  informa- 
tion. Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to 
protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more  information  please 
contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (603)  271-2214,  or  online  at 
www.nhdfl.org. 

Both  in  terms  of  the  number  of  fires,  as  well  as  the  number  of  acres  burned, 
this  past  fire  season  was  the  smallest  since  records  have  been  kept.  Ex- 
tensive rainfall  virtually  all  season  long  kept  the  fire  danger  down.  When 
fires  did  start  they  were  kept  very  small.  The  largest  fire  for  the  season 
was  only  5.4  acres  which  occurred  in  Littleton  on  May  2nd  2011.  There 
was  however  a  small  window  of  high  fire  danger  in  the  northern  third  of 
the  state  during  July  when  little  rainfall  was  recorded.  During  this  time 
there  were  a  number  of  lightning  started  fires  which  are  fairly  unusual 
in  New  Hampshire.  As  has  been  the  case  over  the  last  few  years,  state 
budget  constraints  have  limited  the  staffing  of  our  statewide  system  of  16 
fire  lookout  towers  to  Class  III  or  higher  fire  danger  days.  Despite  the  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  days  staffed,  our  fire  lookouts  are  credited  with 
keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  due  to  their  quick 
and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.  The  towers  fire  spotting  was  supple- 
mented by  contracted  aircraft  and  the  NH  Civil  Air  Patrol  when  the  fire 
danger  was  especially  high.  Many  homes  in  New  Hampshire  are  located 
in  the  wildland  urban  interface,  which  is  the  area  where  homes  and  flam- 
mable wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires  during  the  201 1  season 
threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  burn  more  than 
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just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a  wildland  fire 
from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precautions  include  keeping  your  roof  and 
gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green 
space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable  materials.  Additional  informa- 
tion and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at  www.firewise.org. 
Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department,  and  the  states  Forest 
Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

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HERITAGE  COMMISSION 

As  in  the  past,  the  Wakefield  Heritage  Commission  accomplished  a  great 
deal  this  year  toward  the  preservation  of  Wakefield's  historical  assets  and 
also  increasing  the  public's  awareness  of  them.  Much  of  the  energy  of  the 
Commission  and  its  many  volunteers  centered  around  completing  the  res- 
toration of  the  Union  Rail  Road  Station  and  readying  the  exhibits  and  ar- 
tifacts for  the  Grand  Opening,  which  was  held  on  June  25th.  Volunteers 
kept  this  museum  open  even*  weekend  from  June  through  October.  It  was 
iery  rewarding  to  see  all  ages  enjoy  what  we  have  been  able  to  create.  The 
ice-cutting  exhibit  with  original  tools  and  the  early  pictures  of  Union  and 
Sanbornville  tell  the  story  of  our  history.  The  complete  restoration  of  the 
stationmaster's  office  with  exhibits,  including  original  typewriter,  tele- 
graph machine,  and  old  crank  telephone,  are  interesting  to  all  ages.  The 
highlight  is  the  1903  plow  car  exhibit  as  it  is  open  for  tours. 

With  that  part  of  Heritage  Park  completed,  we  are  now  focusing  on  the 
restoration  of  the  Freight  House.  The  Heritage  Centre,  once  in  the  Garvin 
Building,  will  be  housed  here.  The  exhibits  will  showcase  many  Wakefield 
sites.  Trie  model  we  have  of  the  Sanbornville  rail  yards  will  be  replaced 
with  an  operating  HO  scale  replica  of  all  five  stations  and  their  surround- 
ings 

We  held  our  third  annual  Heritage  Day  in  August  with  special  events  at 
Heritage  Park  and  the  Union  Railroad  Station.  In  addition,  video  and  slide 
presentations  of  early  railroading  in  the  area  were  presented  to  the  pub- 
lic at  the  Greater  Wakefield  Resource  building.  Engineers  and  others  who 
have  worked  on  the  railroad  were  involved  in  the  presentation.  We  even 
had  several  who  had  worked  on  our  Russell  plow  car  tell  their  stories  and 
help  with  the  tour.  It  was  a  very  successful  day. 

In  addition  to  the  work  at  Heritage  Park,  a  520,000  CLG  grant  was  received 
from  the  US  Dept  of  the  Interior.  We  were  able  to  hire  the  archeologist 
team  of  Victoria  Bunker  PhD,  Sheila  Charles,  MA  and  Dennis  Howe,  who 
researched  and  surveyed  Wakefield's  water-powered  mill  sites  and  dams. 
The  final  report  was  highly  acclaimed  by  the  NH  Dept.  of  Historical  Re- 
sources and  the  NH  .Archaeological  Society,  and  the  information  compiled 
will  be  invaluable  to  the  Heritage  Commission  and  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 
We  accepted  the  offer  of  a  preservation  easement  on  a  significant  historical 
parcel  of  land,  the  location  of  "The  Old  Maid's  Tavern"  on  Old  Stage  Road. 
This  was  a  well-known  earlv  stage  coach  stop.  The  Selectmen  also  agreed  to 
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allow  the  Heritage  Commission  to  accept  the  donation  of  the  early  black- 
smith shop  in  Union.  We  are  currently  waiting  for  both  these  deeds. 

Zakri  Archer  completed  his  Eagle  Scout  project  by  repairing  and  cleaning 
the  Town  Pound  on  Eastside  Road. 

The  Commission  is  currently  working  on  the  creation  of  a  Cultural  and 
Historical  chapter  for  the  Towns  master  plan.  We  have  organized  a  com- 
mittee of  14  townspeople  who  are  assisting  with  this  project  as  well  as  Eliz- 
abeth Durfee  Hengen,  a  highly  respected  professional  preservationist,  and 
Mike  Garrepy,  the  Towns  contracted  planner.  Over 
250  hours  have  been  spent  on  this  to  date,  and  we  anticipate  completion 
this  spring. 

We  have  assisted  the  Union  Congregational  Church  as  they  plan  the  resto- 
ration of  the  Reunion  Grange  building,  as  well  as  the  Union  Village  Com- 
munity Association  in  their  plans  for  the  Drew  Mill  dam  site  and  building. 

We  continue  to  administer  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Wakefield  His- 
toric District  and  have  held  several  hearings  for  the  homeowners.  We  are 
planning  to  update  the  ordinance  this  year  and  will  be  establishing  a  com- 
mittee to  help  with  this. 

Our  fundraising  efforts  continued  as  we  held  the  usual  pancake  breakfast 
at  PPP  on  Pride  Day.  We  raffled  two  donated  paintings,  and  we  held  a  giant 
yard  sale  at  the  Lovell  Union  Grange  building.  We  also  offer  railroad  relat- 
ed items  for  sale  at  the  railroad  museum.  We  have  reinstated  the  Memory 
Tile  program  that  was  so  successful  in  the  past.  Any  individual,  group  or 
business  donating  $500  will  have  a  6"x8"  tile  with  their  personal  inscrip- 
tion displayed  in  the  building.  Our  list  of  volunteers  and  donors  continues 
to  grow,  and  we  thank  them  for  all  the  support  they  give  us.

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GAFNEY  LIBRARY 
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Year  after  year  the  Gafney  Library  experiences  increased  usage,  and  space 
becomes  increasingly  tighter  than  the  previous  year.  This  has  now  been 
going  on  for  about  10  years  and  has  been  documented  with  community 
surveys  and  a  library  consultant  report.  The  consultant  has  determined 
most  libraries  have  triple  the  space  we  have  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
work  we  now  do.  The  library  has  almost  3,000  square  feet;  that  obviously 
means  we  should  have  about  12,000  to  accomplish  our  current  workload. 
The  current  economic  environment  is  not  conducive  to  raising  funds  for 
expansion,  so  we  plug  along  with  patrons  sitting  on  the  floor,  community 
tutors  working  at  a  table  competing  with  those  who  would  like  to  do  quiet 
study,  staff  eating  meals  in  public  at  their  desks  and  four  of  us  working  in  a 
very,  very  small  footprint. 

The  good  news  is  that  the  library  remains  active  despite  space  constraints: 

•  Circulation  of  materials  is  up  over  9%  from  201 1. 

•  More  than  20,000  items  circulated  in-house. 

•  Over  75  children  read  893  books,  recorded  7500  minutes  and  par- 
ticipated in  15  programs  during  the  Summer  Reading  Program 
"One  World  Many  Stories." 

•  The  library's  subscription  to  the  Overdrive  downloadable  audio/ 
eBook  site  experienced  over  1600  checkouts. 

•  Howie  Knight  oversaw  the  AARP  IRS  Tax  Prep  program  to  pro- 
cess 152  returns  at  the  library. 

•  A  petition  to  save  the  interlibrary  loan  vans  at  the  State  Library 
contained  the  names  of  135  Wakefield- Brookiield  residents. 

•  Volunteers  put  in  965  hours  at  the  circulation  desk  and  working 
on  programs. 

•  Over  75  registered  students  visited  the  literacy  program  over 
250  times  working  with  Rosemary  Stuart-Career  Counselor,  Dot 
Currier-GED  Coordinator,  and  Sharon  Norby  and  Lisa  Kimball- 
Intake  Assessment  Specialists/Tutors. 

•  At  least  18  students  passed  the  GED  test  under  the  guidance  of 
Examiners  Ginny  Schweitzer,  Pam  Knight  and  Dorrie  Sterndale. 
We  were  very  sad  to  lose  Examiner  Beverly  Dirksen  to  cancer  last 
year. 

•  Local  author  Cindy  Simon  held  a  book  signing  for  her  premier 
book  "Wanting  June." 
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•  Exhibit  Coordinator  Peter  Abate  organized  12  very  successful  art 
exhibits. 

•  Six  art  receptions  were  held  by  exhibiting  artists. 

•  The  Gafney  Knit  Wits  led  by  Library  Assistant  Jan  King  increased 
in  size  to  the  point  where  off  site  space  may  be  necessary. 

The  buildings  original  1925  wiring  was  determined  to  be  unsafe  and  so 
was  replaced,  and  new  energy  efficient  fixtures  were  installed  on  both 
levels.  Staff  and  patrons  have  benefited  from  this  very  necessary  update 
which  eliminates  the  library's  dark  corners  and  puts  a  fresh  outlook  on  the 
art  exhibits  and  staff  working  areas. 

The  library  board  continues  to  address  the  flooding  in  the  lower  level  which 
has  been  minimized  considerably  though  still  exists.  The  board  has  made  a 
commitment  to  resolve  the  issue  this  spring  by  fixing  roof  and  lower  level 
drainage  systems. 

The  library's  board  of  directors  under  the  leadership  of  President  Carol 
Jeffery  conducted  successful  fundraisers  with  the  2011  Annual  Appeal  and 
Wreath  Sale.  Board  member  Sharon  Theiling  spearheaded  a  Kayak  Raffle 
fundraiser  with  a  kickoff  on  Pride  Day.  Other  board  members  include 
Toni  Sanborn- Vice  President,  Giannina  Reilly- Secretary,  Tom  Lavender- 
Treasurer.  Also  at-large  members  Janet  Gould,  Marcia  Hodsdon,  Catherine 
Mills,  Barbara  Wadleigh,  Stan  Lombara,  Aru'vah  Ferrill  and  alternates 
Phung  Mercier,  Jackie  Winckler  and  Rachel  White.  Long  time  board 
member  Titia  Bozuwa  remains  as  Emeritus. 

Former  board  president  Jim  Murfey  continues  to  oversee  technology  issues 
at  the  library,  including  purchases  and  website  development.  We  are  in 
debt  to  Jim  for  his  continued  interest  and  time  spent  on  library  projects. 

Former  board  member  and  art  exhibit  coordinator  Peter  Abate  organized 
the  third  annual  "Art  at  The  Gafney"  July  raffle  which  featured  over  150 
pieces  of  artwork  from  local  artists,  each  of  whom  donated  one  of  their 
two  exhibited  pieces  toward  the  raffle. 

The  Friends  of  Wakefield  Libraries  sponsored  the  opening  and  closing 
receptions  for  "Art  at  The  Gafney"  and  continues  support  of  the  library 
as  a  separate  nonprofit  organization  whose  mission  is  to  raise  funds  for 
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items  not  included  in  library  budgets.  "FOWL"  members  voted  to  renew 
newspaper  subscriptions;  underwrite  elements  of  the  summer  reading 
program;  contribute  toward  the  Overdrive  audio/eBook  subscription  and 
the  library  consultant  contract. 

Again  we  salute  and  appreciate  the  time,  talent  and  support  given  to 
the  library  by  the  residents  of  Wakefield  and  Brookfield.  This  is  YOUR 
community  center,  and  your  support  is  crucial.

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PLANNING  BOARD 
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201 1  was  an  active  and  productive  year  for  your  Planning  Board. 

Our  prime  focus  has  been  the  updating  of  the  Towns  Master  Plan.  The 
Master  Plan  was  last  amended  in  2001,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
plan  be  updated  every  5  to  10  years.  Our  goal  is  to  update  2  or  3  chapters 
per  year.  In  201 1  the  vision  statement,  Land  Use,  and  Community  Facili- 
ties chapters  were  updated  and  adopted. 

Our  Capital  Improvement  Plan  was  also  updated  thanks  to  the  hard  work 
of  the  CIP  Committee.  The  CIP  is  a  planning  tool  for  the  Town  in  sched- 
uling and  funding  capital  expenditures.  This  should  be  updated  annually. 
A  big  thank  you  goes  to  the  CIP  Committee  and  all  department  heads  for 
their  help  putting  this  plan  together. 

Processing  and  permitting  applications  was  not  the  primary  focus  of  the 
Board  this  year;  however,  the  Board  did  receive  several  applications  in 
2011  including  the  following: 

Preliminary  Discussions,  3 
Change  of  Applications,  1 
Extensions  of  Approval,  3 
Site  Plan  Reviews,  1 
Subdivisions,  2 

Our  Planning  Consultant,  Mike  Garrepy,  has  been  extremely  helpful  with 
our  Master  Plan  as  well  as  being  an  advisor  on  applications  and  technical 
matters.  Mike  has  a  world  of  experience  and  has  proven  to  be  invaluable. 
He  has  kept  us  informed,  and  with  his  help  we  have  simplified  and  clari- 
fied many  of  our  zoning  ordinances  and  regulations. 

In  2012  the  Board  is  scheduled  to  work  on  at  least  two  Master  Plan  chap- 
ters -  Natural  Resources  and  Historic  &  Cultural  Resources.  Both  of  these 
chapters  are  new  chapters  to  the  Wakefield  Master  Plan  and  each  will  be 
completed  with  the  help  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Heri- 
tage Commission. 
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Also  in  2012  the  Board  will  begin  exploring  the  possibility  of  creating  new 
commercial  and  industrial  districts  in  town,  including  along  the  Route  16 
corridor,  all  while  protecting  our  small  town  atmosphere.  We  will  be  look- 
ing to  populate  a  subcommittee  to  assist  the  Board  in  this  effort  and  en- 
courage anyone  interested  to  contact  the  Land  Use  Department. 

The  Planning  Board  will  change  its  normal  meeting  schedule  beginning  in 
January  2012  to  the  first  and  third  Thursday  at  7  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.

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Year  in  review: 

Our  continuing  efforts  are  to  hold  the  line  on  crime  and  keep  our  Com- 
munity a  safe  and  enjoyable  place  to  live,  work,  and  encourage  recreation. 
We  strive  to  police  from  a  personal  small  town  approach  where  we  fo- 
cus on  problem  solving  and  preventing  crime  and  accidents.  In  order  to 
do  this  the  Police  Department  relies  on  the  cooperation  and  trust  of  the 
citizens.  I  am,  and  all  the  Officers  are  honored  to  work  for  Wakefield  and 
Brookfield,  and  recognize  that  we  could  not  be  successful  without  your 
help.  We  made  progress  in  keeping  crime  rates  low  -  especially  during 
these  tough  economic  times.  During  the  past  year,  we  were  able  to  conduct 
many  preventative  patrols,  solve  a  significant  percentage  of  crimes  and 
bring  several  criminals  to  justice. 

Policing  Efforts  in  2011: 

•  Grant  funded  patrols  -  Again  we  conducted  several  patrols  through 
cooperative  grants.  Speed  patrols,  DWI,  &  area  wide  DWI  patrols, 
DWI  Check  point,  Safe  Commuter  patrols  and  Youth  Alcohol  Pre- 
vention patrols. 

•  Burglaries  and  drug  activity  have  increased  and  they  also  go  hand  and 
hand.  We  have  seen  an  increase  in  the  hard  drugs,  which  have  a  direct 
correlation  to  increase  in  burglaries  and  thefts. 

•  Domestic  violence  related  cases  and  arrests  are  up.  This  is  concerning 
to  us  and  these  types  of  cases  are  a  priority  —  every  person  should  be 
safe  in  his  home,  and  help  is  available. 

•  Fortunately  we  have  made  several  burglary  and  theft  arrests,  which 
helps,  but  does  not  eliminate  the  problem.  We  all  need  to  stay  vigilan- 
te to  our  neighborhoods  and  report  anything  suspicious.  It  was  these 
reports  by  citizens  that  enabled  us  to  solve  many  of  these  crimes. 

•  We  continue  to  offer  the  SHIELD  program  at  the  Paul  School  and 
other  local  crime  prevention  seminars  at  the  public  safety  building, 
including  Fraud,  Firearm  Safely  &  Home  Defense,  and  "Hard  Tar- 
gets" properly  crime  protection. 

Animal  Control: 

•  Once  again  we  were  able  to  find  homes  for  every  stray  dog  or  cat  last 
year  through  our  adoption  program. 
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•  Nine  horses  rescued  and  two  others  horses  were  relocated 

•  The  rabies  clinic  was  successful  and  will  be  run  again  this  year. 

•  The  total  number  of  dogs  licensed  in  2011  was  1305. 

•  Reminder,  take  control  of  vour  dogs,  thev  must  be  under  vour  control 
or  on  a  leash.  If  you  lose  vour  dog,  call  us--he  may  be  in  the  kennel. 

Improvements: 

•  We  did  see  a  drop  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  incidents.  I  am 
pleased  with  this  trend  and  feel  the  Highway  Safety  Program  has  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  it. 

•  We  will  be  looking  to  address  concerns  of  personal  safety. 

•  Our  local  hrearms  range  was  operational  and  used  for  our  Police 
training  needs  and  our  Citizen  Gun  Safety  class. 

•  We  have  added  an  informational  web  site  for  the  Police  Department 
which  is  www.wakeneldpd.com.

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TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST  FUNDS 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  responsible  for  the  prudent  investment 
of  the  capital  reserves  and  trust  funds  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield.  The  pri- 
mary objective  is  preservation  of  capital  with  a  secondary  goal  of  maximiz- 
ing earnings  subject  to  safety  constraints.  The  actions  of  the  Trustees  and 
the  investment  vehicles  used  are  regulated  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
with  an  annual  reporting  requirement  to  the  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration and  the  Attorney  Generals  Office.  The  entire  portfolio  con- 
sists of  monies  for  the  Town  cemeteries,  charitable  school  scholarships, 
Town  capital  reserves,  school  capital  reserves  and  Wakefield's  water  de- 
partment, with  an  aggregate  balance  as  of  December  31,  2011  in  excess  of 
$2,094,945.1 1.  The  funds  are  currently  managed  by  TD  Bank  and  typically 
invested  in  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  or  notes,  U.S.  government  agency  bonds, 
or  bank  CDs. 

The  Wakefield  Cemetery  Fund  is  comprised  of  many  small  funds  for  the 
care  of  individual  cemetery  plots.  The  Cemetery  Trustees  are  responsible 
for  the  actual  care  and  maintenance  of  these  plots  using  the  income  earned 
from  the  Trust  Funds.  The  fund  balance  as  of  December  31,  2011  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

Wakefield  Cemetery  Fund  $346,745.45 

In  1997  the  Carl  Siemon  Scholarship  Fund  was  established  for  Wakefield 
students.  Several  scholarship  awards  are  made  each  year.  The  balance  as  of 
December  31,  2011  is  shown  below.

The  Trustees  are  also  responsible  for  the  investment  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Funds  that  the  voters  of  Wakefield  approve  each  year.

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The  Wakefield  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  is  a  quasi-judicial  body  which 
is  tasked  by  State  law  with  the  responsibility  of  interpreting  the  provisions 
of  the  Towns  Zoning  Ordinance  and  deciding  whether  relief  from  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinance  is  warranted.  It  has  been  said  that  the  ZBA  is  the 
"safety  valve"  of  land  use  law  which  allows  "waivers  of  the  strict  letter  of  the 
zoning  ordinance  without  sacrificing  its  spirit  and  purpose".  In  carrying 
out  this  role,  the  Board  must  carefully  balance  the  constitutional  property 
rights  of  citizens  with  the  need  of  the  Town  as  a  whole  to  provide  order  in 
land  use  regulation. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  consists  of  up  to  ten  volunteers,  all  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  There  are  currently  five  regular  mem- 
bers and  three  alternates  serving  on  the  Board.  My  thanks  go  to  those  who 
served  as  regular  or  alternate  members  in  2011.  They  are  in  alphabetical 
order:  Regular  members,  Cecille  Arnone,  John  Crowell,  George  Froth- 
ingham  -  Chairman,  Judith  Sjostrom,  and  Doug  Stewart  -  Vice  Chair- 
man. Alternate  members  are  Steven  Brown,  John  Napekoski,  and  Sharon 
Theiling.  The  Board  meets  once  per  month  on  a  regular  schedule,  but  may 
schedule  additional  hearings  or  meetings  as  necessary. 

We  had  a  fairly  quiet  year  in  2011,  probably  due  to  state  of  the  economy. 
Although  we  don  t  wish  for  people  to  need  our  services,  we  do  hope  that 
2012  will  be  a  better  year  for  the  economy. 

During  2011,  four  applications  were  brought  before  the  Board  as  follows: 

Three  of  these  were  for  Variances,  of  which  two  were  granted  and  one  was 
denied.  We  also  had  one  Appeal  of  Administrative  Decision,  which  was 
granted.

This  notice  shall  remain  posted  through  December  31,  2016,  and  the  same  or  similar  notice  shall  be  published  in 
the  Town's  201 1  through  201 5  annual  reports.

Section  674:39-aa  Restoration  of  Involuntarily  Merged  Lots. 

I.  In  this  section: 

(a)  "Involuntary  merger"  and  "involuntarily  merged"  mean  lots  merged  by  municipal  action  for  zoning, 
assessing,  or  taxation  purposes  without  the  consent  of  the  owner. 

(b)  "Owner"  means  the  person  or  entity  that  holds  legal  title  to  the  lots  in  question,  even  if  such  person  or 
entity  did  not  hold  legal  title  at  the  time  of  the  involuntary  merger. 

(c)  "Voluntary  merger"  and  "voluntarily  merged"  mean  a  merger  under  RSA  674:39-a,  or  any  overt  action  or 
conduct  that  indicates  an  owner  regarded  said  lots  as  merged  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  abandoning  a  lot  line. 

II.  Lots  or  parcels  that  were  involuntarily  merged  prior  to  September  1 8,  2010  by  a  city,  town,  county,  village 
district,  or  any  other  municipality,  shall  at  the  request  of  the  owner,  be  restored  to  their  premerger  status  and  all 
zoning  and  tax  maps  shall  be  updated  to  identify  the  premerger  boundaries  of  said  lots  or  parcels  as  recorded  at 
the  appropriate  registry  of  deeds,  provided: 

(a)  The  request  is  submitted  to  the  governing  body  prior  to  December  3 1,  2016. 

(b)  No  owner  in  the  chain  of  title  voluntarily  merged  his  or  her  lots.  If  any  owner  in  the  chain  of  title 
voluntarily  merged  his  or  her  lots,  then  all  subsequent  owners  shall  be  estopped  from  requesting  restoration.  The 
municipality  shall  have  the  burden  of  proof  to  show  that  any  previous  owner  voluntarily  merged  his  or  her  lots. 

III.  All  decisions  of  the  governing  body  may  be  appealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  676. 

IV.  Any  municipality  may  adopt  local  ordinances,  including  ordinances  enacted  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  section,  to  restore  previously  merged  properties  that  are  less  restrictive  than  the  provisions  in  paragraph  I  and 
II. 

V.  The  restoration  of  the  lots  to  their  premerger  status  shall  not  be  deemed  to  cure  any  non-conformity  with 
existing  local  land  use  ordinances. 

VI.  Municipalities  shall  post  a  notice  informing  residents  that  any  involuntarily  merged  lots  may  be  restored  to 
premerger  status  upon  the  owner's  request.  Such  notice  shall  be  posted  in  a  public  place  no  later  than  January  1, 
2012  and  shall  remain  posted  through  December  31,  2016.  Each  municipality  shall  also  publish  the  same  or 
similar  notice  in  its  201 1  through  2015  annual  reports.

For  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $62,000; 
For  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $77,000. 

To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  a 
least  3  consecutive  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or 
if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been 
married  to  each  other  for  at  least  5  consecutive  years.  In  addition,  the 
taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $20,000  or,  if  mar- 
ried, a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $30,000;  and  own  net  assets 
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not  in  excess  of  $150,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 
(Majority  vote  required.) 

This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  vote  of  3-0. 

Article  27:  By  Petition:  We  the  undersigned,  being  duly  registered  vot- 
ers of  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  do  hereby  petition  the  Town  of  Wakefield, 
New  Hampshire  to  establish  an  Agriculture  Commission  pursuant  to 
RSA  674:44-e  and  RSA  673:1.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  3  regu- 
lar members  and  2  alternate  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men every  year.  One  member  may  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  one  member  may  be  a  member  of  the  planning  board.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate  one  regular  member  as  a  temporary 
chairperson  until  such  time  as  the  Commission  members  vote  to  elect  a 
chairperson.  Vacancies  occurring  between  appointments  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  board  of  Selectmen.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

Article  28:  By  Petition:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit  the  time  du- 
ration that  political  signs  may  be  displayed  before  and  after  an  election 
as  follows:  All  political  signs,  including  posters  are  considered  to  be 
temporary.  They  shall  not  be  erected  until  30  days  prior  to  any  election 
and  shall  be  removed  within  7  days  after  a  national,  state,  general  and/ 
or  local  election.  The  candidate  or  candidates  whose  name(s)  appear  on 
such  signs  shall  be  responsible  for  their  proper  location,  erection  and 
removal.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

Article  29:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  bud- 
get, not  including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other 
appropriations  voted  separately,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget 
posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for 
the  purpose  set  forth  herein,  totaling  $3,963,800?  Should  this  article
